forceful in discussing the major 


battles which are just beginning 
to fester, both in Lansing and in 
Washington. 

According to Herbst, the 
decade of the 80's ‘‘will be tough 
on cold water fisheries” a situa- 
tion which has arisen through 
what Herbst tagged ‘‘the accep- 
tance of Public lands for 
Energy Development.” Given 
the current energy situation in 
the United States and the falter- 
ing economy, Herbst foresees a 
period of time when conserva- 
tion organizations must be 
willing to ‘get involved at both 
the state and national level”’ if 
the problems confronting sport 
fishing are going to be over- 
come. Much of the problem 
facing the “Stewardship of the 
Land” as Herbst called it, lies 
in the Reagan Administration’s 
proposed reductions and elimi- 
nations of vital Federal conser- 
vation Programs. According to 
Herbst, almost every major 
scource of funding dealing with 
wildlife and conservation has 
either been cut beyond effective 
range or has been done away 
with entirely. 

Michigan trout fishermen and 
those who favor free flowing 
streams will also be in for a few 
battles of their own, Herbst 
commented. The heavy depen- 
dence on foreign oil has forced 
the United States to look for 
alternative sources of energy 
and one area of great interest 
lies in the refitting of now- 
defunct hydro electric power 
stations. Dr. Tanner also com- 
mented on the hydro-power 
situation by relating that there 
are between 75 and 100 potential 
project sites in Michigan which 
could be refitted for hydro-elec- 
tric generation. 

One of the major problems 
with the refitting of dams, ‘T'an- 
ner said is “stream impound- 
ment’, the vast Jake created by 
backed up water. Another sour- 
ce of concern in any water in-

1960's when skiing and 
tobogganing, snow sculptures 
and winter carnival activities 
brought throngs to the area, in- 
cluding traintoads of down- 
staters who converged on Gray- 
ling to join the festivities. 

The echoes of those crowds 
are buried now somewhere in 
the rolling hills of the park, and 
the history since those ‘‘good 
old days” has been mostly 
downhill. Perhaps the final 
blow was the “business for pro- 
fit” wrangle that festered for 
years before a settlement 
agreement was finally reached 
in 1977. 

In recent years, the only ac- 
tivity seen there is some skiing 
when snow permits, some win- 
ter carnival events if weather 
permits, and vandalism that 
has left the park buildings in a 
condition of general embarrass- 
ment. In short, a promising 
community recreation site was 
left to die an agonizing death 
through legal struggles and the 
inattention that followed. 

Can Hanson Hills ever regain 
the pride that is now obscured 
somewhere by conditions that 
appear ramshackle to say the 
least? 

Howard Taylor and the 
Grayling Recreation Authority 
think so, and efforts have begun 
to attack the monstrous job of 
clean-up, paint-up, fix-up, 
minimum standards that must 
be met before longer-range 
plans can be tackled. 

“Tt has not been a year-round 
park for local people to enjoy, 
and I think that’s what we 
need,’’ said Taylor, who 
became interim manager June 
2 after serving on the 
Recreation Board since 
January. Taylor took the non- 
paying job because he is confi- 
dent the future of Hanson Hills 
can be turned around, and it can 
thrive once again on a year- 
round basis. 

Last week, three employees 
began work at the park under 
his supervision, provided by a 
COOR Intermediate School 
District youth employment pro- 
gram. Taylor lined up 30 pro- 
jects he hopes can be finished in

resorting to general executive order cuts. 

Budget officials said avoiding general 
cuts would not have been possible were it 
not for the recently-discovered fact that 
income tax refunds will be about $55 
million lower than earlier estimates due 
to fewer property tax credits and more 
accurate filings of exemptions. 

The governor and the legislators re- 
viewed the budget problems but left 
unresolved the question of whether to 
continue 5 percent cut in welfare grants 
that were imposed in June. 

A decision on that issue need not be 
made for another 10 days. 

Executive officials and legislators, 
however, disagreed on how to solve the 
remaining $120 million gap. 

Milliken is budgeting in $40 million in 
lapses (cutting the deficit to $80 million), 
but legislative leaders pushed for a higher 
figure of $65.8 million in lapses—appro- 
priated money returned to the general 
fund from various state departments. 

Other options to aid in balancing the 
budget deficit include borrowing as much 
as $40 million from the recreational land 
trust fund and delaying until fiscal 1981- 
82 the $18 million weekly payment to 
Medicaid vendors. 

In a_ positive budget message, 
preliminary welfare caseload figures for 
May showed the first significant decline 
in two years. 

Figures released by the Department of 
Social Services showed the caseload in 
May for families with dependent children 
dropped by about 3,700 cases and general 
assistance declined 2,300 cases. 

The ADC total was 241,219, compared 
to April’s figures of 244,936. 

The GA caseload showed a total of 
112,954, compared to April’s total of 
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payment of $30.00 refundable deposit.

Senate Votes To Repeal 
Auto Emissions Test Program 

The state Senate has voted to repeai 
the auto emissions testing program 
slated to begin in Southeastern Michigan 
in January. 

The program was begrudgingly ap- 
proved last year under the threat the 
federal government would withhold con- 
struction permits for new industries in 
areas not complying with the program 
under the Federal Clean Air Act. 

Permits were being sought at the time 
for construction of new General Motors 
and Volkswagon of America plants in the 
area. 

Senator John Hertel (D-Harper 
Woods), sponsor of the repealer bills, said 
the program was “hanging over the heads 
of the people in the Southeastern 
Michigan area’’ as Congress is con- 
sidering repeal of the federal act. 

Hertel noted that even if Congress 
fails to repeal the act, the Reagan ad- 
ministration has no intention of enforcing 
the provisions of the federal law. 

As approved last year, the program, 
as a condition for registration, would 
require annual pollution tests on all 
vehicles registered in Wayne, Oakland 
and Macomb counties if the vehicles are 
less than eight years old. 

If the vehicle does not meet pollution 
standards, owners would be forced to 
make up to $50 in repairs before receiving 
registration clearance, 

Provisions of the act could be extend- 
ed to other areas in the state found to be 
in violation of clean air standards.

Editor’s Note: This is the first 
of a 3 part series on Public 
Health. 

Public Health agencies have 
been in existence for decades. 
As medical technology advan- 
ces, the role of public health 
cenidins interested in protec- 
ting the public’s personal and 
environmental well being, Get 
to know the services of your 
local health department, you 
may be surprised to find an 
agency who is unique among all 
others in reaching so many cor- 
ners of your community. 

District Health Department 
No. 1 is the local agency repre- 
senting Kalkaska, Wexford, 
Crawford and Missaukee coun- 
ties-the word local is stressed 
and often used because it is not 
a staie ageiicy. The local depar- 
tment is governed by a Board of 
Health that is composed of local 
county commissioners. The 
Michigan Department of Public 
Health in Lansing is the 
provider of resource, technical 
assistance and certification 
regarding the health programs 
existing in local communities. 

Prevention is the focus of 
public health programs and can

only be seen as highly cost ef- 
fective. When you consider a 
dose of vaecine may cost 50 cen- 
ts, it is a bargain compared to 
the effects of polio or measles, 
which can leave a child with 
handicaps for a lifetime.

Opening day for the hunting 
of trout was almost two months 
ago. The day broke, literally, 
and the entire sky filled with 
rain and scudding grey clouds, 
The other problem was the 
temperature. Anytime it gets 
below fifty you’re going to have 
trouble spotting a trout fearless 
enough to stick his nose above 
the surface of the AuSable or 
any other river, for that matter, 

I didn’t need a guidebook. The 
water was semi-familiar and 
given a few drams of Yukon 
potion I knew the bottom would 
seem to rise up to meet the con- 
tours of my waders. Afterall, I 
had new flies. I had a new fish- 
ing reel. I even had a new fly 
line, rocket taper, the kind you 
need to blast across river and 
into a thicket for that special 
rise. 

Above all, I had new waders, 
fresh out of the plastic factory 
and ready to handle even the 
worst of deadfall. 

With these new waders I felt 
like I had just stepped out of an 
Orvis Catalog, or at least a True 
Value Hardware Store, and I 
didn’t care whether it was rain- 
ing, snowing, or there were 
giant balls of ice falling on me. I 
was going fishing, despite the 
working of a terrible concoction 
of hops, various sunbelt grains, 
coffee and some of the first 


. bacon and eggs I’ve had since a 


long ago mountain expedition in 
Nethers, West Virginia. 

Anyway, the fishing promised 
to be two degrees Jess than 
“satisfactory” which is what 
they say on those Chamber of 
Commerce hot lines. There we 
were on top of a steep bank, 
semi-awake and almost sense- 
less. With all the lore and ad- 
vice I'd collected over the win- 
ter at various trouting type 
meetings, friends in tow, I 
headed down to the water, jab- 
bering about Junker brown 
trout, the visions I had seen on- 
ce near Rainbow bend, and how 
1 was going to knock the pec- 
toral fins off any fishI saw. 

On the bank, just above what 
is popularly known as “Hump 
Bend”, we were greeted to a 
sight which would make even 
the most entrenched suburban 
fisherman, replete with a thou- 
sand dollars worth of vests and 
tackle at least hopping angry. 
The whole scene there on one of 
the world’s most renowned 
trout harvesting, water farms, 
was absolute chaos. This was 
not a trout stream, I muttered 
to myself, This is a shopping 
mall. This is like fishing in a 
concrete trough in front of Hud- 
son's. The only thing left to do 
was sit down and absorb a bit 
more antifreeze for my assault 
on both fish and man. 

We are often struck by light- 
ning ideas during times like 
this. There was a way out. 
There was no methed to elec- 
trify the river, though I knew 
many of the riparians had pym- 
ps gouged into the banks at 
strategic locations. Throwing 
rocks was out of the question 
since I didn’t want to disturb the 
delicate balance between me 
and my companions and I didn’t 
want to upset the connection 
between the trout and the 
precious few inches of stream 
bottom they seem to dwell on 
for most of the year. 

My other plan was simple. Pd 
slip in, sort of like you’d stip on- 
to a crowded elevator with a 
baby in your arms, and once in 
mid-stream, just slow down the 
procession, No, I would stop in 
mid-stream and start throwing 
my fly all over the water. Even 
most of these myopic bamboo 
wavers could see ] was nothing 
to contend with and they’d 
either get out and go around, or 
just stand far enough off 
amongst themselves and twit- 
ter about form and technique, 
and I’d get ail the fishing. 


As it worked out I was almost 


run over and left for flotsam, 
but J stuck it out, and was 
treated to a late afternoon of 
sunshine, Hendrickson’s and a 


chance to reel in some of § 


Michigan’s finest —_ meals. 
During this entire time I found 
the one true way to dispose of 
nosy, tea-totalling fishermen. 
When someone would tumble up 
looking for a lost set of keys or a 
wallet and ask what I was using 
for a fly the reply always shot 
back: ‘“‘Bumblebees’’. 

Then, I’d walk over to the 
bank, swoop my hand through 
the tag alders and pretend to 
thump a bee into submission.so 
I could string him on a hook. 
Then I’d move downstream or 
upstream depending on what 
direction he took, and whoop 
and swear once in a while. 

It must have worked, 
because, as I said before, 1 
fished most of the afternoon 
alone. Occasionally I'd stop for 
more social lubricant, and a 
chance for my heart to slow 
from all the adrenalin it had 
processed while I caught fish.

One morning recently, just 
after daybreak. I was awaken- 
ed by an occasional rapping 
which I assumed came from the 
front door. I wondered if the 
doorbell was out of order and 
what was so important at this 
early hour. The rapping con- 
tinued as I went to the door 
where I expected someone to be 
waiting, but the porch was 
vacant except for a red squirrel 
at the bird feeder. As 1 started 
back to bed, a woodpecker flit- 
ted by the front window. I then 
realized that mating season for 
the Hairy and Downy Wood- 
peckers was in full swing and 
that the siding on the house 


gave a more resonant sound & 


than the trees in the yard. Both 
the Hairy and Downy hammer 
on dead limbs as part of their 
courtship ceremonies and to 
establish territory for others of 
their kind. The siding was not 
full of ants but only a substitute 
for a dead tree. 

We often see both species in 
the Park and, except for size, 
they look pretty much alike. 
The Hairy is the larger being 
some 9 inches long or Robin- 
size, while the Downy is only 6 
inches long or Sparrow-sized. 
The males of both species have 
a red patch on the back of the 
head. The Hairy does not have 
spots on its white back while the 
Downy does. For me at least, it 
is the size which is the identify- 
ing characteristic even if only 
one bird is in view. The fernaies 
of both species look very much 
like the males but lack the red 
spot on the head and, again, it is 
the size that will help you iden- 
tify the bird. The Hairy is some- 
what more shy than its smaller 
relative, but both will come to a 
feeder for suet or to rap on your 
siding during mating season.

poundment also lies with the 
diminished flow of water down- 
stream cause by diurnal fluc- 
tuations in the water levels im- 
pounded by the dams, 

Tanner also commented on 
the broad-based threat which 
now stands in the doorway to 
improved water quality in the 
state. He cited three basic, well 
organized groups which have 
mounted a ‘broad-based at- 
tack” on Michigan’s environ- 
mental quality: ‘Upper Penin- 
sula Legislator types, Industry 
Types, and Chamber of Com- 
merce Types.’ All three of 
these groups are now lobbying 
heavily and beginning to push 
for more diversified land use, 
and relaxed environmental 
standards in order to promote 
business and economic growth 
in a state almost crippled by a 


one dimensional economic 
source livelihood: the 
automotive industry. 


So it was that both Tanner 
and Herbst exhorted the listen- 
ing members to become more 
knowledgeable in environmen- 
tal affairs and to use their in- 
fluence in securing better water 
quality. 

Although the luncheon ad- 
dress and the forum which 
followed were of major impor- 
tance, the Michigan Council of 
Trout Unlimited also assembled 
to bestow honors on some of its 
most esteemed members. 


George Griffith, one of the fon- 


ders of T.U. and a familiar per- 
sonage along the AuSable along 
with Art Newman was honored 
by the “Order of the Caddis” a 
new award given in recognition 
of a lifetime of contribution to 
the efforts of Trout Unlimited. 
Also honored was Hillary Snell, 
a commissioner of the DNR. In 
another award, reserved for 
professionals, but not 
necessarily T.U, members, Dr, 
Howard Tanner and Glenn 
Shepherd, editor and publisher 
of the sometimes controversial 
“Northwoods Call” were honor- 
ed by receiving the “Order of 
the Hex’’, the distinction being
